Tho girlhood of ‘Princess May was a jeppy 
ono—a bright augury fora happy lifo—and in 
hooka she took a particular delight, 

Her plan was to rood sométhing ovory day, 
and then to talk it over with the Indy Who had- 
heen her governess aud had romained with the 
family, the disoussion’ being carried on oithor in 
French or German ucoording to arrangement, 
‘Rach morning Princess May road a chapter in 
the Bible, and no matter how many things had 
to be done, hor religions dutios were novor 
neglected or postponed. No uncut hooks wero 
found on hor béckselves; and the well-turned 
pages of each volamwo showed that. it was con- 
tinually in usa.
